Byers. of Des Moines. Iowa, who died 
in London July 7 during an operation 
for an ulcerated tooth, was held today, 
and the coroner's verdict was death by 
misadventure. 
It appeared from the 


evidence given by G- L. 'Holmes, of 
Charleston. S. C.. .that Prof. Byers had 
complained about 
his " teeth 
before 


landing "at 'Liverpool on June 29. .The 


• professor^ saw a doctor in London and 


decided' on his advice to have a wis- 
dom tooth, which was the cause of an 
abscess, removed. The doctor testified 
that Prof. Byers took ether remarkably 
well, but that the.dentist wns unable 
to take out the tooth. The professor 
.quickly recovered from th'e effects of 
the ether on this occasion and on July 
7 decided to undergo another opera- 
tion." Ether was again administered, 
hut the patient died within a. few min- 
utes from 
asphyxiation 
due to 
a 


swollen throat and septic poisoning as

QUITE RIGHT TO 


KILL THE TYRANTS 


Hindu.Seeks no Mercy, but 


is Strong in Plea That 


He Did Good Deed, 


London, July 10.—Madarl al Dhina- 


gri, the Indian student, who shot and 
killed Lieut. Col. Sir William Hutt 
Curzon Wyllie and Dr. Cawas Lalcaca, 
was today committed for trial at tho 
old Bailey for murder. 


Tha prosecution offered documents 


containing the prisoner's handwriting, 
tending to show that the crime was 
long premeditated and in revenge for 
alleged wrongs to India. 


The Oriental's St«tement. 


The prisoner. In a statement said: 


"I do not wish to say anything In de- 
fense of myself, but simply to prove 
the Justice of my deed. As for myself 
I do not think that an English law 
court has any authority to arrest and 
detain me In prison or to pass on me 
a sentence.of death. That Is the rea- 
son why I have not employed counsel. 
I maintain that if It Is patriotic for 
Englishmen to fight against the Ger- 
mans If they occupy this country, then 
It Is much more justifiable and more 
patriotic In my case to fight against 
the-English. 


Murder of Eighty Million*. 


"I hold that the English people are 


responsible for the murder of eighty 
million of my countrymen during the 
last.fifty years, and that they are also 
responsible for tho taking from India 
of one hundred million pounds every 
year to this country. I also hold that 
they are responsible for the hanging 
and deportation of my patriotic coun- 
trymen who do just what the English 
here are advising their countrymen to 
do. If the Germans have got no right 
to occupy Ihis country, then the Eng- 
lish.have no right to occupy India, and 
It is perfectly justifiable on our part to 
kill any Englishman who is polluting 
our sacred land." 


Grills English Hypocrisy, 


After expressing surprise at 'the 


hypochisy with 
which the English 


are posing as champions pf the op- 
pressed In the Congo and In'Russia, 
Madarl al .Dhinagri- -continued: 
"In 


"case this country i's occupied by the 
Germans and If an Englishman, an- 
gered at seeing the Germans walking 
about with the insolence of conquer- 
ors ..in the; streets of London,'kills one 
or two German's and' is upheld as a 
patriot, then certainly I am a patriot 
too in working -for the emancipation of 
my motherland, -I make this statement 
not for the purpose of pleading for 
mercy or anything of the kind. I wish 
the -English 
would 
sentence me ,to 


death, for in that case the vengeance 
of my countrymen .will 
be all the 


keener. I put forward this statement 
to show the'justice-of my cause tO'the 
outside world, especially 'to our sym- 
pathizers' in America and Germany."

position of paying teller. His salary 
was $1,700 a year.

with his shortage. Mr. Detzer at once 
declared his anxious willingness to 
make every restitution possible, and 
the bank will lose practically nothing 
from his shortage. He at once deeded 
to the bank his home on South Broad- 
way. worth perhaps 54,000. on which. 
there is a. mortgage of $2.00. In ad- 
dition to this he was under a. bond of 
$5.000 to the bank, issued by the Etna

ington to New York, is 


Pronounced Safe. 


New York. July 10.—John n. Early, 


the young southerner heralded about 
the country as a leper, gave a recep- 
tion last night to prove that he Is un- 
tainted. It wag held at the New York 
Skin and Cancer hospital and was at- 
tended by medical men, a number of 
Early's friends, and a sprinkling of the 
general public Interested In the case. 


Early, who came from Washington 


recently, where he had been locked up 
during nearly a year, 
received 
his 


guests cordially and discussed his re- 
cent Isolation. 


The reception was arranged by Dr. 


L. Duncan Bulkier, the specialist who 
brought Karly here, to show there Is 
nothing leprous about the man. 
As 


the crowd gazed nt him last night his 
skin was clear and fresh, while there 
was nothing to Indicate a trace of any 
skin affection. 


Early as a Story Telltr. 


Early related a humorous Incident 


nt the expense of the Washington au- 
thorities: 


"What dlil you do when they had 


you shut up?" he was asked. 


"I raised chickens," he replied, "and 


both the chiekeno and their CKKS were 
sent In to Washington and Bold In the 
open market. 
They wouldn't let my 


wife come within ten feet of me. but 
they had a watchman who brought me 
my food. He took no special precau- 
tions about It. either; he handled the 
dishes with his bare hands, and he 
carried awny the towels that I used, 
too." 


"If Early hnd been a leper these 


eggs might have spread the disease all 
over Washington." added Dr. Bulkley. 
"If It had been infectious at all the 
eggs would have carried it." 


What Early has, Dr. Bulkley ex- 


plained, Is a simple Inflammation of 
the nkln, produced by the alkali used 
in the pulp mill where he formerly 
worked In North Carolina. 
The In- 


flammation began on his hands and 
face and then appeared on his ankles 
and feet. When he arrived In Wash- 
ington his eyes were so swollen as to 
be nearly shut, ancl Dr. Woodward, 
commissioner of health of the District 
of Columbia, promptly hnd him quar- 
antined and examined by physicians, 
who decided he was a leper. 


Early Soon to Be Free. 


Early soon will be free to go and 


mingle with the crowd. Dr. Bulkley 
said that, after a careful examination, 
not the slightest trace of the bacillus 
of leprosy was found. But, as a pre- 
caution, he probably will be kept at 
the hospital for a week or so more, so 
that the diagnosis may be confirmed 
by. other dermatologists. 


The "leper" once was a soldier In the 


regular army. He told his story last 
night. 
Dr. Bulkley stood beside his 


chair while he .talked, and frequently 
touched with his 
hands 
spots 
on 


Early's forehead where- the most dis- 
eased parts of his skin had been re- 
moved for examination. 


"I was working In a wood pulp mill 


In Canton, N. C., when the first erup- 
tions broke out on my skin," he said. 
"In the department where I worked we 
used large quantities of caustic potash, 
which is used in 
reducing wood to 


pulp. 
The men got covered with it, 


and many besides myself had inflam- 
mation of the face, hands and legs. My 
case was not the worst by any means. 
As my home Is in AVashington, I want- 
ed to get the best treatment possible, 
and I went there and saw Dr. Stewart. 


Leprosy First Mentioned. 


"I have forgotten whether Dr. Stew- 


art or I first mentioned leprosy, but 
he reported me to the Washington au- 
thorities as a suspicious case. They 
look pieces of my skin for examination. 
They said they found leprosy germs 
and placed me in a tent on August 21. 
My wife could not come near me. I 
staid in the tent until December, and 
then they placed me in a little brick 
house. There was a wall around and 
my wife lived In the next house, sepa- 
rated from 
me by a grating- She 


passed my food In to me. I had a 
little garden and busied myself with It. 
Then Dr. Bulkley took up my case."

Wilbur, "if we had accepted some of 
hose propositions. Most.of them ask 
us to put our experience -with the se- 
cret of-the .correspondent, and build 
and fly a machine. 
The majority of. 


hese 'secrets' are built on' the lines of 
he screw for a helicopter, 


"A'man gets an idea that because 


:he screw is powerful mechanically, 
ill one has to do is -to make a big 
one, point it straight up in the air.and 
set it whirling, to lift a man in a ma- 
chine. Some of them want a univer- 
sal joint, so the screw can be inclined. 


"First it is. to lift us'off the earth 


and then pull us through the air. Of 
course, no thought is ever taken of 
the amount of power that this would 
require, or the fact that helicopters 
lave been tried and tried again, and 
lave never successfully flown, nor do 
ihesc inventors think of what would 
happen if the'engine should stop. 


Difficult Flights. 


"Few people appreciate really fine 


flying," he 
went on. 
"The general 


public Is not educated.up to a knowl- 
edge of what constitutes difficult work 
in the air. 
I made the 
prettiest 


flights in my experience at Rome, but 
no one took any special note of them 
as being different from others. 


'"I remember one time when a jno- 


tion picture man was at work. He 
had been following the machine about 
the field with his lens, so that when 
the pictures were reproduced the ma- 
chine stood still in the air and the 
ground moved. I told him to keep his 
machine still for a change and I would 
fly in his field of view. ' 


"So I got. Into the nir and turned a 


lot of small circles, which Is a dif- 
ficult thing for a flying machine to 
do. But I never heard any special 
comment on that flight."

Oil King Gives Total of 


$53,000,000 to Educa- 


tional Project, 


New 
York, 
July 
10,—John 
D. 


Rockefeller has raised the total of his 
contributions to the Rockefeller foun- 
dation of the general education board 
to $53,000,000 by a gift of $10,000,000 
which will be passed to the credit of 
the board between now and Aug. 1. 
He has gone farther than that and 
has intrusted to the membership of 
the board—as it may bo constituted at 
some future day—the responsibility of 
distributing the principal of the fund 
among the educational institutions of 
the land if it shall be deemed advis- 
able. 


Under the regulations at present ob- 


taining, this power of final disposition 
would extend only to $33,000,000, inas- 
much as the board holds the other 
$20,000,000 in trust with the power to 
dispose 
of the 
income, while Mr. 


Rockefeller 
and 
his son, John D. 


Rockefeller, Jr., retain the right to dis- 
pose of the principal 
during their 


lives. 


It was said today that it always has 


been Mr. Rockefeller's intention to 
make such a provision for the final 
disposition and that his doing it now 
was more or less of a coincidence or 
convenience, inasmuch as ho was In 
communication with the board in re- 
gard to his additional gift of $10,000,- 
000, the income of which, is to be'used 
for current demands. 


Son Tells of Contributions. 


Mr. Rockefeller's last contributions 


were made known to the general edu- 
cation board at a special meeting held 
on Wednesday, when they were pre- 
sented by his son, who is a member 
of the board. 


The young Mr. Rockefeller's asso- 


ciates on the board are Charles W. 
Eliot, Andrew Carnegie, Robert C. Og- 
den, 
Edgar L- Marsten. who has Just 


been chosen as the successor to the 
late Morris K. Jesup: Walter H. Page, 
Albert Shaw, E. Benjamin Andrews, 
Starr J. Murphy. HuRh H. Hanna. Ed- 
win. A. Alderman, Holis B. Frlssell, 
Harry Pratt Judson. 
Frederick 
T. 


Gates, chairman: George Foster Pea- 
body, treasurer: 
Wallace 
Buttrick. 


secretary: and assistant secretary and 
assistant treasurer, respectively, E. C. 
Sage and L. G. Myers. 


In making the announcement today. 


Chairman Gates said that this large 
addition to the permanent funds of 
tho board was contributed because the 
Income of the present funds Imme- 
diately available for appropriation had 
been exhausted and it was 
found 


necessary, to have an additional In- 
come in order to meet the needs of 
"present great importance.:' 


He said the board made it a rule 


never to exceed the immediately avail- 
able income—which might amount to 
$$0.000 or $90.000 a month—in 
its 


awards to the colleges and universt 


ties, that'' something like 300 applica- 
tions had been received by the board 
beyond the number which it already 
had acted upon, which was large. 


Mr. Gates said that at the same 


meeting last Wednesday another com- 
munication had been received 
from 


Mr. Rockefeller, authorizing and em- 
powering the board and its successors 
"whenever. 
In 
their 
discretion, It 


should seem wise to distribute the 
principal of funds contributed by him 
to the board upon the affirmative vote 
of two-thirds of all those who shall 
at the time be members of the board." 


Board's Reply to Donor. . 


The following communication was 


addressed to Mr. Rockefeller by the 
board: 


"The general education board ack- 


nowledges the receipt of the communi- 
cation from Mr. John D.. Rockefeller, 
Jr., stating your purpose, on or he- 
fore Aug. 1, 1909. to add to the per- 
manent endowment of the board an 
additional sum o'f $10,000.000. 


"The board accepts with gratitude 


this new proof of your generosity, 
your zeal for an educated citizenship 
in this democracy, and your 
confi- 


dence, and will endeavor to use the 
gift with large .mindedness and good 
sense, to the end that the interests of 
society in tho republic may be in- 
creasingly 
benefited 
by 
this 
greal 


foundation. 


Grateful for Added Power. 


"The 
board begs to acknowledge 


also the receipt of your personal com- 
munication wherein you authorize and 
empower the board and its successors, 
under wise and proper regulations, 
whenever in their discretion it shall 
seem wise to distribute the principal 
of the fund, and all other endowment 
funds hitherto contributed by you to 
this board. 


"The board accepts 
this release 


from 
the obligation to 
hold 
these 


funds In perpetuity or as an endow- 
ment, with a clear appreciation of the 
wisdom, the long look ahead," and tho 
faith in the future manifested in the 
authorization. 
The members of the

upon their promulgation. 


Since the adjournment of the legis- 


lature the board has had the rules in 
preparation and under consideration, 
but only agreed upon their final form 
at the meeting yesterday. 


Urges.Clean Schoolroom!. 


The most 
important of the rules 


adopted by the "board lisa to do with 
the preparation of schools for pupils. 
In explanation tho board states that 
simultaneously with the opening of the 
public ' schools 
diphtheria, 
measles, 


mumps, scarlet fever and many other 
diseases usually Increase. .."This is 
caused." 'so' the statement reads, "by 
unclean schoolrooms and 
furniture, 


and by the congregation of the pupils. 
They mass 
together 
and • contact 


spreads ' infection. Some few pupils 
may have just recovered from a com- 
municable disease, or they may be from 
families that have been' smitten, -and, 
being Infected, they'transmit disease to 
those who are susceptible. 


"It'is reasonable to assume that the 


suddenly Imposed confinement in the 
school after a period of freedom frets 
the children for a few days; causing 
more or less nervousness, and so re- 
sistance Is lowered." ••

Overcrowding is Forbidden.

The story of the Chapman-Alexander

, liglous work in Australia in the .twen- 
tieth 'Christian 
century 
in outward 


form must be very unlike the same 
work in some eastern city of the tirst 
century. Each work takes the aspect 
of Its own aije, but the difference is 
only in the outward aspect. Spiritual! 
facts lixre eternal, spiritual forces are' meetings 
changeless. In the present mission the 
same truths have 
been 
taught, the 


same forces have been in operation, 
and the same results have been obtain- 
ed as in the days of the Apostles: 
when on some river bank, in some 
long-perished Jewish synagogue, or in 
the streets of some forsotten city, thp 
first preachers of the gospel tolj th" 
story of the cross. The Chapman-Al- 
exander mission In Australia in l'J09 
comes by direct spiritual descent from 
the Day of Pentecost itself.

gelistic work ever yet brought together 
In any land. 


The Listening Crowds. 


It is almost' an impertinence to 


speak of the unique gifts of Dr. J. Wil- 
bur Chapman as a teacher and an 
evangelist. 
Here is a preacher who 


lands in Australia practically an un- 
known man. Melbourne in many re- 
spects does not offer a good starting- 
point for such a visitor.'' It' is 'true 
that Melbourne, like ancient Athens, 
has a keen delight,in seeing, new faces 
and hearing new voices, but It is a city 
preoccupied .with material things."

His terse Eng- 
lish, his short sentences, his swift, 
clear movement of tils mind—as trans- 
lucent as light itself—grom' thought to 
thought' his wealth of vivid illustra- 
tion, are all oratorical assets of the 
highest value. A speaker, Indeed,, who 
can draw audiences day after'-day of 
9,000 to 10,000 persons, and hold them

stantlal evidence offers the only 


means by which perjured direct testimony 
may be detected and shown to he false. It is 
much easier for a witness to lie concerning a 
whole transaction which he says has hap- 
pened under his eyes than for him to swear 
falsely to a collection of simple circumstances. 
Circumstantial 
evidence involves so many 


separate facts that the chance for perjury or 
error is largely eliminated. 


"Thereds some danger that an innocent man 


way be wrongfully convicted through direct 
and perjured testimony. Certain cases of this 
kind present a very serious problem. If three 
men are in a room and one of them kills an- 
other the third may be able to save or convict 
the one who committed the deed through his 
statement of what he says he saw. The best 
•weapon of justice here would be circumstantial 
evidence, if it could be obtained. Irrefutable 
circumstances placed in relation to the direct 
testimony would prove it right or wrong be- 
yond question. The difficulty lies not in too 
much circumstantial evidence, but in too little 
of it. 
"Bules of law direct how cases of purely cir- 


cumstantial evidence must be conducted, and 
offer every protection. The case must be ab- 
solutely complete and point to but ono con- 
ceivable hypothesis—that of guilt—to secure 
conviction. The innocent defendant is in. no . 
danger here. The perjurer is the threat that 
confronts him." 
T 


HE narrow side street near the Place St. 
Michel was'waking to Its usual degree of ac- 
tivity with tho clatter of passing market carts 
and the shrill whistling of an occasional gamin 
busily set upon somn early morning errand. 


[Workmen in blue blouses, their eyes still sleep heavy, 
tramped on their way, the thudding of their nailed 
shoes echoing from wall to wall where the rows of 
three storied, flat faced houses showed as yet no sign 
of life.

Plain proof that something 
was amiss met him here, for the lock, ancient, de- 
fective and ill made, had been battered from Us socket 
and its tongue had dropped within, the mechanism. 


With professional alertness the gendarme walked

Convinced now that a serious matter was toward, 


the gendarme hurried along the hall. 
The clerk 


would have buns back but the other flung a rude 
hand upon his shoulder aud thrust him ahead. It 
wns no time to lose sight of the man who had first 
directed attention to the house and Us condition. At 
the front the hall led them to a door standing ajar 
and allowing a glimpse of a dimly lighted room. 
They pushed Inside, the gendarme determinedly, the 
clerk fearfully. 
A scene of horror and utmost con- 


fusion was presented as the door swung back. 


The body of an aged woman, instantly recognized by 


the clerk In spite of Its disfigurements as that of 
Mme. Martine, lay outstretched on the floor. She had 
been stabbed repeatedly and the weapon used by the 
murderer, a keen, thin bladed kitchen knife, remained 
where It had been driven by the final blow, In her left 
shoulder. Articles of clothing and the fragments of 
a broken chair were strewn about These as well as 
the floor and the covers of the little Iron bed were 
spotted and smeared, indicating that there hnd been a 
struggle ns remarkable as It must have been desperate. 
Tho victim, though nearly sixty years old, was heavily 
built, and, as the clerk recalled, had retained unusual 
strength and activity.

Of these the simplest and least expen- 
sive is a barrel in which is a hole with 
hand pump arrangement. To reach to 
the top of the trees it will undoubtedly 
be necessary to buy an extra length of 
hose, but this adds little to the ex- 
pense. For unless the highest branch 
Is covered with insecticide the whole, 
work will be useless. 


S,pray When the Leave* are Dry. 
Spraying must be done when- the 


leaves are dry. Directly after a rain 
will not do, and the stream, wh<>n em- 
ployed, must be directed carefully to 
each branch and twig. The mixture, 
when dry, leaves a whitish tinge, but 
it does not Injure the fruit and will do 
no harm to any vegetation on which it 
falls. 


This spray kills the worms when 


they eat it. and at the first trace of 
the liquid the pests begin to scatter, 


Many will go to the ground on a web 
of their own manufacture, and may be 
killed by hand. ThU IB not necessary, 
however, as they will be poisoned by 
the mixture. 


In order to prevent their return to 


the tree each trunk should be banded. 
For this there is a preparation, not un- 
like fly paper, made for the purpose, 
and It is pasted about the trunk about 
the height of a man's head.

underneath and thus reach the limbs 
again, the bark 
should

smooth in a band little wider than the 
paper. This enables one to put on the 
strip tightly.

If there is the 
leant tendency to : this, glycerine and 
rose water should be applied at night; 
one-third of the former and two of 
the latter, with ten drops of carbolic 
acid to half a pint of the mixture. 
This is patted on and allowed to re- 
main through the night. The best at 
food to build up the bjood is rare or 
raw beef or lamb, plenty of raw eggs,

WHY BE A BEE FARMER ? 


Bee Keeping Is Both Profitable and Interesting— 


Every Farmer Should Have Them. 


ar r. o. HEXJCAX, 


I know that many fanners feel that 


they have as many calls upon their 
time and energies as they can attend 
to. and as they realize that this Indus- 
try is an art in itself and requires no 
little Intelligence and study to con- 
duct it in the best fashion, they are 
apt to be discouraged in adding it to 
their already overfull duties. 


I thLnk. however, that there Is an- 


other way to look at this matter. In 
almost every business the person en- 
caged in It will be more successful if 
he adds some recreative work. This, 
if entirely different from his regular 
work, will give restful pleasure and 
make life plcasanter. 
Beekeeping is 


especially desirable In this connection, 
as there are very few kinds of work 
that are so full of interest and so gen- 
erally attractive. 


Every one growing fruit or any plant 


that is intended to yield seed should be 
interested in beekeeping. There is a 
nurseryman and berry grower who has 
a farm about two and a half miles 
from my home apiary. Just a little too 
far for the bees to visit, so by mutual 
agreement I keep about thirty colo- 
nies on his farm and run them for ex- 
tracted honey, and we arc both bene- 
fited by the arrangement. 
• Nearly all parts of our country pro- 
duce honey in quantities sufllclent to 
pay for the gathering. 
The amount 


of honey that goes to waste every year 
for want of bees to gather It Is very 
large; In fact, too largo to estimate. 


Every farm has on it fruit trees, 


berry patches, clover or 
buckwheat 


tields. all of which produce nectar, 
which, in the absence of bees, is evap- 
orated by the sun and practically wast- 
ed. The forests also contain many lin- 
den and white wood trees, which are 
good honey ylelders. 


The beginner who buys bees in the 


spring usually takes a dally interest 
In them. He will then have number- 
less chances to enjoy his bees, and the 
dally or weekly visits will not injure 
them, especially if their needs 
are 


properly attended: while in the fall 
he would only be injuring them by dis- 
turbing them often. 


The reason for advising one not to 


buy bees in the fall is that there Is 
much more risk in transporting them 
in that season than in the spring. 


The combs are more likely to break 


in transit. Also the bees are probably 
all old enough to be acquainted with 
the location, and more of them will be 
lost when putting them on a new 
stand, especially if but little distance 
from their former location. 


Wintering Is probably the most diffi- 


cult part of beekeeping and it Is hard- 
ly advisable to buy bees Just before 
they liave to face the winter, for a be- 
ginner would scarcely be able to Judge 
of the strength and wealth of 
the 


colony.

NOVIA SCOTIA APPLE INDUSTRY 


Annapolis valley. Nova Scotia, fa- 


mous for its tine apples, is a district 
only 100 miles long. This territory, 
ranging in width from six. to ten miles, 
is one great orchard, and here apples 
have been grown for 200 years, but 
their scientific production for commer- 
cial purposes is of comparatively re- 
cent origin. 


There are yet wide regions in this 


province which are adapted to this in- 
dustry and new orchards are being set 
out yearly, until now it is expected 
that Nova Scotia will In a few years 
play u very important part in supplying 
the demand for apples in all parts of 
the world where there Is a market for 
this fruit. 


The apples grown in this region are 


very line, dollclously flavored and com- 
pare very favorably with the best that 
are raised in any part of the country. 


Something of the magnitude of this 


industry and the Improvement made 
therein may bo gathered from the fact 
that during the season of 1880-81 the 
total number of barrels exported from 
Nova Scotia was 41,785. while the ship- 
ment for the last week In September. 
1308. amounted to 370.018 barrels, the 
total yield last season being estimated 
at 600,000 barrels.

SOMETHING ABOUT TREES 


The clove Is the flower bud ot an 


evergreen tree. When the flowers are 
in full bloom they are of a brilliant

The per cent of water and the per 


cent of moisture in butter are the same 
thing. Some persons use the first term 
and others the second. 
The present 


law states that butter containing over 
16 per cent water must pay a tax of 
10 cents per pound, since it is classified 
as adulterated. It is quite necessary 
that butter-makers be absolutely sure 
that the butter they are making docs 
not exceed the 16 per cent limit. 


I know of no way In which you can 


be sure of the water content of the 
butter made at your factory unless you 
test it from day to day. The Irish but- 
ter- test has been suggested for this 
purpose. I think you need have no fear 
of exceeding the 16 per cent limit if 
you will wash the. granules of butter 
with cold water at about 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit, allowing the butter 
to 


stand in this water until the granules 
become hard and firm. Then after 
draining off the water, wash and allow 
tm^rmS S-and '" thc churn some 
.time until it drains rather dry. Sprinkle 
the salt over this and give ft the usual 
amount of working. Excessive moist- 
ure is held in butter that Is soft and 
not thoroughly drained.

Many farmers who have attempted 


to breed pure bred animals havo been 
sorely' disappointed. 
While they be- 


gan, perhaps, with good foundation 
stock and undoubtedly would have suc- 
ceeded had they given them proper 
care and feeding, yet the idea seemed 
so firmly fixed upon their minds that 
if the improved animals were better 
than the common ones they formerly 
kept they would prove more profitable 
than the common ones, even when they 
were kept under the same conditions. 
This theory is all wrong. 


The improved breeds ot live stock 


have all been brought to their present 
high state of perfection by selection, 
liberal feeding and. good care, and un- 
less we are prepared to continue this 
treatment we had better keep along 
with our common herds and flocks that 
have become more or less accustomed 
to hardships and neglect.

It Is absolutely essential for th« 


horseshoer to thoroughly understand 
the anatomy and physical laws as well 
as the mechanical rules of the horse'i 
foot, for most all ailments to which 
horses' feet arc subject ccftne under hi| 
direct supervision. 


He is often called upon to treat foot 


disorders and should equip himself with 
sufficient knowledge of the subject be- 
fore attempting to remedy such ail. 
ments. 


Corns seem to be one of the most 


obstinate cases that come - under th» 
observation of the horseshoer. 


Some authorities claim that thesa 


corns resemble the corns on the human 
foot, but-they are'misled on account of 
the cause and location being generally 
the same. 


It is a misapplied term when con- 


nected with the foot of the horse. 


The discoloration which appears be- 


tween the bar and wall is a deposit of 
blood after a rupture of the blood ves- 
sels which form such a. coniplex net-' 
work around the foot. This part of the 
foot has to -do more than its share of 
work. Corns are chiefly found on the 
inside of the foot because of the habit 
of fitting the shoes closer, to the center. 
if the frog than tho outside, thus 
hrowing the, work on the-inside heel. "' 
Another error is making shoes right 


ind left. 
Why should this be done 


vhen there is no distinction in the 
.natomy? The foot has as many points 
of observation as a marine compass 
md each point must, be rigidly ob- 
ierved if we wisR to be successful in 
manipulating the ailments of the foot. 


The shoe must be an equal distance 


j'om the center oj the frog in order to 
balance the foot. 


If this cannot - be done by nature, 


mechanical rules must be followed. 


I have grown cauliflower for a num- 


icr of years and have found it a very 
irofi table crop, as it brings a good price 
n the market 


Soil that will produce cabbage is 


iuitable for cauliflower, provided it is 
enriched with well rotted manure. The 
manure should be thoroughly mixed 
vitli the soil and the ground put in tho 
'icst possible condition. 


When the seeds begin to grow I give 
he plants sufficient air to keep them 
rom rotting off. As soon as the plants 
ire large enough to handle 'I take them 
ip and transplant them two inches 
^part each way and keep them well 
vatcred. I expose the plants to the 
open air before time to plant outdoors 
so as to harden them. I find that few 
plants die when treated in this manner. 


Several' hours before setting out I 


give the plants a thorough soaking in 
the hot bed. When ready to set the 
slants I mark off the ground three 
!eet each way and set the plants some- 
what deeper than they grew in the hot 
bed and press the earth firmly about 
them. 
i 


As cauliflower requires a cool alnios- 


jhere and a cool, moist soil, there Is 
ittlo chance of success unless It is 
planted very early in order to coma on 
before the heat o£ summer, or it may 
be planted late and come in during the 
cool weather of fall. 


In cultivating I use a ono-horsa (ul- 


tivator twice a week, going both ways 
when the plants are small. When they 
come to maturity and the flowers sip- 
pear. I cover tho flowers with a leaf 
of the plant early every morning. 
I 


have had good success in this manner 
of protection.—William H. Underwood.

rushed upon the stage and tore down all my best pieces. 
Ah! It- was an irreparable damage.'' 
And the little 


manager shrugged his shoulders pathetically. 


The man on the couch tried to raise his head, but 


groaned and fell back. With great difficulty he gasped: 
"He—but he is only a lad! He cannot do anything!" 


" You forget. M. Truchcttc. I am eighteen years old. 


T have learned many things. I will do my best. I will 
not try to take your place. I will only pacify the audi- 
ence." 


"Ah, well, go! I expect the audience will mob us 


both. Ah! The pain in my eyes again!" And the 
artist sank bsck and seemed to have fainted. 


" Go on and do what you can, young man," said the 


proprietor of the theater. " I will sec to M. Truchcttc. 
Do you keep those childish people quiet. At least," he 
added, with a grim smile. " give them something to nib- 
ble on. for they arc growing hungry indeed." 


The noise in front of the curtain was swelling into a 


rosr when the youth stepped from the room. He ad- 
vanced slowly and with dignity to the footlights, and 
made an impressive bow. The audience was in a bad 
humor, but there was a moment's hush, and the young 
man instantly.took advantage of it. 


"Ladies and gentlemen: I regret to say that M. Tru- 


chcttc has been suddenly seized with a blind headache 
and will be- unable to appear before you to-night. I am 
Rudolph Ctuny, his assistant. 
And by permission of 


.mor.sicur I will do my best to amuse you this evening, 
bef^ine you to excuse any slight mistakes I may make 
owing to the absence of any assistant." 


There was something so frank and winsome about 


this sprcch that many of the audience regained their 
good raturc. Eat there were loud cries from different 


parts of trie h'ouse. "Truchette! Truchette! This is 
one of his tricks! This is but a lad! He cannot do the 
feits of monsieur!" 


Rudolph saw that his slight hold of the audience 


would be gone in a moment unless he did something to 
arrest attention. He knew enough about audiences to 
know that once out of the grasp of the artist it is well- 
nigh impossible to get them back again. He immedi- 
ately determined on his course of action. His stay of 
two years with his master as assistant had given him a 
good command of the regular stage jargon common to 
jugglers. And being exceedingly observant, he had 
learned many things of which monsieur himself was 
ignorant, and had even practised some new tricks of his 
own. 
He was bold and was determined to succeed. And 


across his vision there flitted to inspire him the little 
mother and the sister in the vale of Camprais for whom 
he was serving monsieur, and whom he hoped before 
long to visit when he had earned a little more.

It was a common trick of the master juggler, but it

very center of the theater dome. They alighted upon 
Rudolph's shoulders. In the bill of one of the birds was 
a bit of paper.

There was a moment's quiet from the audience, and 


then the generous applause that followed assured Ru- 
dolph that his first attempt had given him favor with the 
fickle people. He smiled and grew confident. The bird 
trick, seemingly so impossible, was in reality very sim- 
ple. The doves were .well-trained pets of M. Truchctte. 
Rudolph had come upon the stage with the birds con- 
cealed in one of the profondes, or deep pockets, of his 
'dress-coat When he pointed to the ceiling of the thea- 
ter, and every eye in the audience was directed to it, he 
drew the birds from the frofonde and tossed them up 
into the air. They soared up a little higher and then 
settled back upon the young- man's shoulders. 
Every 


one is familiar with the fact that the eye is easily de- 
ceived as to distances. To the audience it appeared as 
if the birds actually came down from the dome. The 
light was dim up there, and at any rate there the birds 
were, and they did fly from somewhere and alight on 
the lad's shoulders. As for the letter, Rudolph simply 
by a rapid movement, as'he caressed one bird, placed a 
bit of paper within its bill. And the rest was easy, as 
every stage juggler is provided with plenty to say,, 
speeches of flattery or nonsense, just to divert the audi- 
ence as much as possible from the movements of the 
hands. 


Over the audience went that rustle of expectation so 


dear to the soul of every actor, that sharp but still 
sound, caused by the sudden catching of breath on the 
part of many people. Rudolph, with the sensitive acute- 
ness of the true artist, heard and interpreted the sound 
to mean an interest on the part of the audience that 
would increase with the success of his performances. 
He felt proud to think that he was succeeding so well • 
at the start, and proceeded with his next trick with a 
jubilant feeling in his heart 


This was the " Mysterious Table," on which he placed 


a basket of oranges which, after being covered with a 
silken cloth, were transformed to .vases, of. fresh-cut 
roses. The trick succeeded perfectly, as did also the 
"Mysterious Curtain," another favorite trick of his 
clever master. The trick was witnessed by the simple 
but sharp-eyed people of San • Benito with feelings of 
astonishment, and loud cries of " Bravo!" greeted the 
youthful performer, who bowed his acknowledgments 
and felt very happy as he proceeded with his next at- 
tempt, the " Magic Painting." 


This was also entirely new to the people of Sin 


Benito, who were beginning to have an admiration for 
this young man from Camprais. They watched the per- 
formance with great eagerness. While Rudolph, who 
had never before attempted the magic painting alone, 
determined that come what might he would succeed 
with it. But alas! Who can anticipate all the possibil- 
ities which await one in that difficult game of leger- 
demain? 


A gilt frame, four feet square, resting upon an easel, 


had been standing upon the stage during the perform- 
ance. Rudolph now placed it upon a small platform 
which he brought out from behind the scenes, saying as 
he did so. that he wanted everybody to see the most 
wonderful painting in all Europe, or, for that matter, in 
the world.
